WEEDING 
OUTTHE 
MR BIGS 


Bosses hide in shadows as 
drug farm minions take rap

Cannabis farm kingpins are hidden in 
the shadows while their foot soldiers are 
rounded up, a former police officer has 
claimed. 

Metropolitan Police Federation chair¬ 
man John Tully spoke as Kingston police 
saw yet another cannabis farm closed 
and its worker jailed. 

He said catching the figures behind the 
cannabis farms was the real challenge. 

He said: “That is a particularly difficult 
part of the operation because quite often 
the Mr Bigs, if you want to call them that, 
are sort of hidden away in the shadows. 

“Quite often it is the foot soldiers who 
are captured.” 

His comments came as a Vietnamese 
asylum seeker was jailed after admitting 
farming cannabis in Hook. 

Tuan Nguyen, 22, was arrested last 
month after police raided a house in 
Hook Rise South, and found 51 young 
cannabis plants. 

Kingston Crown Court heard last Fri¬ 
day that Nguyen, who arrived in Britain 
in the back of a van a year ago, was per¬ 
suaded to look after the plants by some¬ 
one he met in a London marketplace. 

Prosecutor David Baird said: “When 
the officers arrived at the premises they 
knocked on the door and were just about 
to knock it down when they heard a male 
inside shouting, ‘Stop.’” 

Nguyen, the only person in the house, 
opened the door for them, he said. 

Mr Baird said: “It seemed that down¬ 
stairs there were a number of boxes 
filled with fertiliser, but the main find 
was upstairs. 

“When the officer initially went up he 
thought there would be around 25 to 30 
small cannabis plants.

“In one of the rooms there was a quan¬ 
tity of cannabis on the floor which 
seemed to be drying out.” 

Defending Nguyen, Lugard Hurlock 
said: “He has got no family. He has been 
here a year. He didn’t have a job. 

“He had difficulties in relation to his 
home country, in relation to an allega¬ 
tion of theft. He is making an application 
for asylum.” 

Of the people who drafted in Nguyen to 
look after the plants, Mr Hurlock said: 
“They gave him food, they gave him ac¬ 
commodation. There was talk of some 
money at the end of it. 

“He knew what he was doing was 
wrong.” 

Judge Nicholas Jones told Nguyen: 
“You have pleaded guilty at the earliest 
opportunity. You knew what you were 
doing, being involved in cultivating those 
cannabis plants illegally.” 

Nguyen was handed an eight-month 
prison sentence, and ordered to pay a 
£100 surcharge. 

Judge Jones said: “You won’t serve 
eight months in custody, you will serve 
no more than half that.”

Access criticised at health centre 


The multi-million pound Sur¬ 
biton Health Centre is facing 
yet more criticism from un¬ 
happy patients - this time over 
inadequate disabled access. 

Disability groups have ac¬ 
cused developers of failing to 
listen to their advice before the 
centre opened, with one pa¬ 
tient branding the site an “as¬ 
sault course” for visually- 
impaired people. 

The shortcomings - outlined 
in a report due to be heard by 
Kingston councillors next 
month - include: 

□ Inadequate signs for visu¬ 
ally impaired patients. 

□ Corridors too narrow for 
wheelchairs or buggies to pass 
one another. 

□ No “tactile” paving at front

of building to direct visually- 
impaired patients. 

□ Staff kitchen not suitable 
for employees in wheelchairs 
with high tables, cupboards 
and sinks. 

□ Lack of hoists to lift visi¬ 
tors out of wheelchairs. 

Tolworth resident Philip 
Indge, 43, said: “For people 
who are visually impaired, the 
Surbiton Health Centre is 
more like an assault course. I 
nearly got run over in the car 
park because the paths are not 
the same level. I have a guide 
dog who responds to tactile 
pavements and kerbs, and 
none of that was down. I’m not 


going back there.” 

In February, a group of dis¬ 
ability campaigners was 
shown around the centre 
shortly before it opened. Their 
findings form the basis of an 
access report going to 
Kingston Council’s health and 
overview panel on September 
18. 

Among the group was Coun¬ 
cillor Mary Heathcote, the 
deputy chairman of the health 
overview and scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, who is registered blind. 

She said: “Some time ago I 
formed a group of disabled 
people that planners and devel¬ 
opers could consult when a de¬ 
velopment was being built. 

“I kept on emphasising the 
importance of fully involving 


the needs of people with dis¬ 
abilities, because they are sim¬ 
ilar to sick and elderly people.” 

Coun Heathcote added: “I 
have to say that I have been left 
disappointed.” 

Theo Harris, chief executive 
of Kingston Centre for Inde¬ 
pendent Living, was also part 
of the group. 

She said: “We would like to 
see people who are experts by 
experience providing input for 
a new build, and when every¬ 
thing is complete these people 
who have given their time and 
expertise can see their views 
have been taken on board. 

“They are not going to be 
able to say that about this 
building.” 

Fran O’Brien, founder of 


disabled arts group Young Gift¬ 
ed and Positively Artistic 
(Yadapa), said: “They only 
called an access panel in to tick 
a box.” 

The criticism caps a difficult 
first six months for Surbiton 
Health Centre. 

No sooner had the building 
opened on March 4 than staff 
had to apologise for problems 
with the new phone system, 
which made it almost impossi¬ 
ble for patients to get through. 

Then in May, parents at the 
adjacent Lime Tree Primary 
School launched a petition to 
move a needle exchange for 
drug addicts away from the 
centre, which they claimed 
was opened without their 
knowledge. 


Garden judging begins 


The entries for this year’s 
Kingston in Bloom have 
now closed after a flood of 
applications to the popular 
gardening competition. 

Last year, Surrey Comet 
helped save Kingston in 
Bloom following Kingston 
Council’s decision to scrap 
it due to excessive costs in 
the Olympic year. 

But taking on the 
task this year was 
Surbiton resident Sarah 
Partridge-Finucane. 

She said: “I have had some 
really positive comments 
from people. Some people 
have said they would even 
help out next year. 

“It is about gardening but 
it is also about bringing 
people together - so getting 
people interested, getting 
them to meet their neigh¬ 
bours. It is a worthwhile 
thing. The borough looks 
nice too.” 

This year the competition 
has six categories: best 
front garden, best blooming 
pub, best community space 
or street, best public 


building and business 
premises, best education es¬ 
tablishment display and 
best hanging baskets and 
containers. 

The best community space 
or street award is named 
the Mary Rollinson award, 
in honour of the keen gar¬ 
dener who died from cancer 
in 2011. 

Her husband Graham, 
who continues to garden in 
her memory, said: “It would 
be nice to win again. 

“Whether I will though, 
I do not know. 

“The Mary Rollinson 
award is really important 
to me. I absolutely loved 
and admired her, so I do the 
garden for her. 

“She is my inspiration.” 

Judges will be examining 
entries over the first two 
weeks of September to 
choose two contenders to 
visit for each category. 

Mrs Partridge-Finucane 
also confirmed some star 
applicants would be getting 
surprise visits from judges 
to show their appreciation.

Workers waiting for payouts 


Axed youth career advisers are 
still waiting for redundancy pay¬ 
outs three months after a judicial 
ruling told a charity to give them 
the money. 

Six south-west London councils 
had been locked in a two-year 
legal battle over who was respon¬ 
sible for the redundancy pay of 
more than 80 ex-Connexions em¬ 
ployees let go in April 2011. 

A seven-day tribunal in May this 
year finally found that the Centre 
for British Teachers’ Education 
Trust (CfBT), which was em¬ 
ployed by the councils to run Con¬ 
nexions, should pay. 

Marian Freedman, who worked 
at the Connexions shop in Brook 
Road, Kingston, as an adviser, 
said: “People are very anxious for 
it to be concluded as fast as 


possible, but also anxious to be 
accurate. 

“That is what we’re trying to do. 
We got caught up in a change of 
Government that moved the goal 
posts as far as Connexions were 
concerned. 

“Different authorities interpret¬ 
ed it in different ways. Our partic¬ 
ular group determined they didn’t 
want the service.” 

Kingston Council escaped an es¬ 
timated £lm payout when the rul¬ 
ing was delivered. 

Richard Birkett, commercial di¬ 
rector for CfBT Education Trust, 
said: “We are currently in settle¬ 
ment negotiations with all em¬ 
ployees affected by the 
employment tribunal in relation 
to the Tupe dispute between CfBT 
and the six London boroughs.” 


On charge 

The former leader of 
Kingston Council has been 
charged with five counts of 
possessing indecent images 
of children. 

Derek Osbourne, 59, was 
charged last week after ap¬ 
pearing at Sutton police sta¬ 
tion on bail.

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Family in shock after 
motorcyclist’s death

The family of a motorcyclist 
killed in a collision is appealing 
for witnesses to come forward. 

Garry Beerenbrock, 36, of 
Leatherhead Road, Chessington, 
died following a crash in West 
Hill, Wandsworth, on August 7 at 
about 10.15am. 

He was rushed to St George’s 
Hospital after his Kawasaki mo¬ 
torbike collided with a Ford Tran¬ 
sit van, close to the Royal Hospital 
for Neuro-Disability. 

Mr Beerenbrock, who moved to 
London from Wales 14 years ago, 
died on August 16 after being 
taken to intensive care. 

He lived with his partner 
Christopher Grant, 36, and 
worked as a catering manager in 
Canary Wharf. 

Sister-in-law Steph Williams, 33, 
of West Molesey, said the whole 
family was struggling to come to 
terms with his death. 

She said: “He was totally happy 
in life. A very happy guy, very 
kind-hearted, generous, warm, 
lovely - happy, happy guy. 

“We are just devastated. The 
whole family is in a state of 
shock. 

“He has got a large family, five 
siblings back in Wales, mum and

dad. Everybody is completely 
floored. I really hope some wit¬ 
nesses come forward.” 

No arrests have been made. 
Police are appealing for anyone 
who may have been in the area 
and seen the incident to call the 
road death investigation unit at 
Hampton traffic garage on 020 
8941 9011. 

• Motorists who block junctions, 
ignore no-entry signs and drive

“If the council takes on the job 
of making sure that drivers stick 
to the rules of the road, the po¬ 
lice can get on with the job of 
fighting crime and protecting 
the public. 

“The borough’s roads can get 
busy at peak times, but if drivers 
obey the signs, especially at busy 
junctions, even heavy traffic will 
keep moving and we should see 
less congestion and safer roads 
for motorists, cyclists and 
pedestrians.” 

Other London boroughs have al¬ 
ready been granted such powers 
and Transport for London polices 
the roads it owns in the same 
way.

On July 29 and 30 I turned 
left out of King Charles Road 
into Ewell Road.

Demand goes up for 
larger family homes 


Families opt for cross-generational living 



Twenty years ago many of us 
would have mocked the idea 
of different generations 
living under one roof like the 
Ewings in the TV series 
Dallas. 

But today there is a real 
move towards cross- 
generational living, with 
grandparents, parents and 
children all opting to move 
into the same home. 

The recession and 
increasing childcare and 
elderly care costs mean many 
families are selling their 
individual homes and pooling 
their resources to buy a 
property big enough for them 
all. 

Research conducted for The 
Telegraph by Barclays, 
recently found that two

thirds of us think the answer 
to an ageing population is 
having a home big enough to 
house different generations. 
But only 16 per cent of those 
surveyed thought their 
current home was big 
enough. 

Ian Roberts, Area Sales 
Manager for Your Move in 
Sutton said: “It’s obvious that 
different generations will 
have different needs and 
before even considering 
looking for a home it would 
be wise for all concerned to 
write their own ‘wish list’ 
and then come together in 
agreeing the key priorities 
from these. 


“Despite living under the 
same roof, for example, the 
older generations might still 
prefer to have their own 
living areas and even their 
own corner of the garden 
away from the hustle and 
bustle of other family 
members,” he added. 

“There might also be a need 
for en suite facilities or even a 
ground floor bedroom should 
stairs prove a problem. 

“In contrast younger 
members might be looking 
for playrooms or large 
entertainment areas whereas 
their parents could be 
looking for a bigger kitchen 
or living area where the 
whole family can come 
together. 

“Whatever the final 


decision is, the test of finding 
a house that suits all will no 
doubt give some indication of 
what to expect in the future 
and possibly highlight an 
overriding need for family co¬ 
operation and, in some cases, 
diplomacy.” 

Architects are already 
starting to consider this 
change in family living 
arrangements in the design 
of new homes. 

In a recent report on Cross 
Generational Housing, 
Professor Michael Keith of 
Northumbria University 
called for a flexible 
“universal design” concept 
for housing, that takes 
account of three generations 
living together, as well as 
changing family needs. 


“There are many economic 
reasons why cross- 
generational housing should 
be considered more 


seriously,” he commented. 

“It doesn’t have to be about 
families living on top of each 
other.”

It's almost that time of year again 
when car showrooms sparkle with 
the hottest models sporting the 
latest numberplate. 

This September, it's the 63 
plate, and the The Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders 
is expecting 386,000 new cars to 
be bought in this month alone. 

Mike Baunton, interim chief 
executive of the SMMT, said: 
"Motorists have always loved 
having the most recent number 
plate on a brand new car. 

"Whether it's the kudos a new 
plate brings, or the knowledge 
that it's on the most efficient, 
safe and secure vehicle on the 
road, there is clear pride in 
ownership. 

"September registrations are 
heading for a similar peak as we 
saw in March, and we expect 
around £6 billion to be spent on 
new cars in the rest of this year 
as motorists make the 63 plate as 
successful as all the other plate 
changes before it. 

"There are some cracking deals 
out there, so no matter what type 
of vehicle you might be looking 
for, there's a very attractive new 
car out there waiting for you." 


In Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands, the SMMT 
expects 2.22m cars to be sold in 
2013 (up 8.4 per cent on last 
year) and 2.24m in 2014. 

The car breakdown and 
recovery group the AA says there 
are many advantages to buying a 
new motor. Buying new gets you 
the benefit of the latest advances 
in safety and security, comfort, 
performance and fuel efficiency 
and you'll be able to get just the 
specification you want - if you're 
prepared to pay the extra for it. 

You'll get a comprehensive, 
manufacturer-backed warranty, 
won't have to face the prospect 
of an MOT test for three years 
either and may also be able to 
take advantage of special offers 
on servicing packages. 

"But there are pitfalls to be 
avoided, said a spokesman for 
the AA. "Hidden extras can bring 
nasty surprises, and rapid initial 
depreciation means that buying 
new comes at a price." 

The AA recommends you 
budget carefully, making sure it 
includes insurance and road tax, 
and remember it - don't get 


carried away at the prospect of a 
gleaming, brand spanking new 
car. Aim to keep it for at least 
three years to spread the 
depreciation, shop around for a 
loan before you visit the 
showroom so you can compare 
rates, with the dealer's own 
finance, and check car tax rates - 
as these will vary, especially in 
the first year. 

Make sure any extra features 
are included in the price and that 
there are no hidden costs, and if 
you are part exchanging, price 
your car realistically - get an 
idea of your car's value based on 


its age, condition and mileage. 

Haggle. Many dealers 
will have allowed for bargaining 
in agreeing a price. 

Don't hand over money until 
you're satisfied with the 
collection or delivery 
arrangements - and agree them 
at a time to suit both you and the 
dealer so he or she can spend 
time taking you through the 
controls. 

Familiarise yourself with the 
warranty conditions before you 
sign anything and don't be 
pressured into buying - walk 
away if you're not totally happy. 


Motorists are being warned 
about a dangerous new tactic 
being employed by criminals 
running 'crash for cash' fraud 
rings. 

Flashing headlights to entice 
innocent drivers into the path of 
a deliberate collision at junctions 
or while leaving car parks or 
petrol stations is now emerging 
as a worrying trend. 

As police, insurers and 
authorities clamp down on the 
more common rear-end 
'accidents', automotive anti¬ 
fraud investigation specialist 
APU has identified this new 
fraud. 

Dubbed 'flash for crash' by 
APU's team of investigators, the 
new tactic makes it harder for an 
innocent party to prove fault in 
the event of a legal dispute. 


Some 380 false insurance 
claims are made daily, costing 
the motor industry £1.7m a year 
and pushing up insurance 
premiums. 

The latest tactic sees cars 
lying in wait for victims. The 
fraudster flashes their 
headlights, offering the victim a 
right of way to join a main road, 
but then speeds up to ensure 
their car is hit side-on. 

"By appearing to offer the 
right of way, the criminal simply 
continues his journey into a 
collision, holding the victim at 
fault for turning across him 
which, of course, cannot be 
denied under law," says Neil 
Thomas, APU's director of 
Investigative Services and 
former detective inspector of 
West Midlands Police.
